Baltimore, Md., Oct. 2.—[Special.]—A man 
supposed to be John E. Feeley of Lynn, Mass., 
killed himself on a passenger train bearing 
him to this city, in spite of all efforts to save 
him.

Before the grand jury yesterday charges 
were made under oath which involve Robert

collected in fees annually by Mr. Burke as 
City Inspector, while the Controller's 
reports show that but from $10,000 to $11,000 
reaches the City Treasury each year, de- 
spite the law, which require that all fees 
shall be turned over by this municipal serv- 
ant. 

Aa result of the charges on which this 
information was elicited the jurymen te 
rarily set aside the police and license fraud 
scandals, and turried all the guns on Oil In- 
Spector Burke. Representatives of eleven 
oll companies were summoned on forthwith 
bubpoenas and questioned on the fees for 
“Inspection paid by their firms to Mr. Burke 


of 1900 and 1901. 
The story on which the grand jury took 
up this line of inquiry was to the effect that 


the Oil Inspector's fees aggregate from 28. 
, 900 to 630,000. The jurors determined to find 


out why but $10,000 or $11,000 goes to the 
benefit of Chicago each year. This charge 
was almost immediately substantiated, in 
a measure, by the agent of the Standard Oil 
company. Another representative of the 
same concern a moment later, however, con- 
tended that 311,000 was about right.“

Political conditions in Japan were fast 
approaching a satisfactory basis when I 
left. The Seiyukal party, which is a party 
of progress, a party formed of old and new 
elements, was firmly m before I left 
and much is looked for from it. 

“The revised treaties are still operating 
with good effect. In fact since they were 
put in force from the first day of their en- 
forcement an era of advancement began. 
Japan is now on friendly: relations with all 
powers. Not even with Russia is there a 
question likely to cause friction, notwith- 
standing the oft eee rumors to that 
effect. 


No Clash with Russia Likely. | 


“There was nothing when I left regard- 
ing Russia's movements in Corea and Man- 
churia, but it is hardly likely that they 
would cause friction between the two pow- | 
ers.

‘Commercially, as far as this doctrine !s 
concerned, all we wish ie a fair fleld and no

sination, is becoming daily more dnd 
more apparent that this speech will take 
‘rank among the great historie utterances of 


| American statesmen. Perhaps no public ad- 


dress by a President of the United States 

‘since Lincoln's Gettysburg speech has 
shown a more comprehensive grasp ot a 
great subject or has put in briefer space so 
much beneficent wisdom for the guidance of 
the nation. Like Lincoln's famous speech, 
it was struck out in the white heat of a crit- 
ical period and embodies the wisdom of 
years of thought and study. 

- Commercial prosperity for the nation was 
the great central thought of Wiliam Me- 
Kinley's public career, just as the preserva- 
tion of the union was that of Lincoln’s life. 
The Buffalo address is an epic of commer- 
cial wisdom. It is replete not alone with 
the poetry and sentiment of industrial 
achievement but with the lofty morality 
and wise counsel of a seer and statesman. 
In the presence of the recent changes which 
have made us a world nation, and in sight 
of the almost appalling ” prosperity of the 
last two or three years, President McKinley 
was the first to realize that * She parted of 
-exclusiveness is past, and that “only a 
broad and — policy wit keep what 
‘we have.” 

What policy is he made clear 
once for all in his Pan-American message. 
One of its cardinat points is reciprocity with 
other nations. We cannot hope to continue 
to “sell everything and buy little or noth - 
policy will hold our 
foreign markets. The nation’s vast and intri- 
business, built up through years of toil 
cannot be maintained by meth- 
pds of undue selfishness. If we hope to con- 
tinue giving profitable employment to the 
millions of workingmen throughout the 
country and to keep on adding to the un- 
precedented deposits in our savings banks 
we must adopt a policy that will make for- 
eign nations our commercial friends and not 
our enemies. This is the message into which 
President McKinley poured his characteris- 
tie patriotism in his last publie utterance. 

The same broad and unselfish statesman- 
‘bie breathes through the other passages In 
this speech. Mr, McKiuley’s view was in- 
ternational in its scope and national in its 
objects. His controlling thought always 

was the highest good of the whole American 
people. He spoke for the improvement of our 
merchant marine—not for a ship subsidy to 
ibe given to an Atlantie line for the benefit of 
the Pennsylvania raflroad, but tor a move- 
ment to extend our trade to South American 


| and Oriental ports. His wish was to benefit 


all, not a few. His thought was to give ail 
possible encouragement to “ direct commer- 
cial lines from our vast fields of production to 


barely touched.” In urging the isthmian 
canal and the Pacific cable the same patri- 
otic devotion to the interests of the whole 
nation’s commerce was manifest. 

It is not strange that this historic utter- 
ance is today filling the columns of Kuro- 
pean newspapers and megazines with com- 
ment concerning its significance. Every 
American. should be familiar with this 
ageech, for it embodies the spirit of. the new 
era and was uttered under tragic circum- 
etances by a man who was the type of his 
age. The fact that President Roosevelt has 
pledged himself to put the ideas of that ad - 
dress into deeds is among the ane 
anguries for his administration.

ROOSEVELT’S MINNEAPOLIS SPEECH. 

' Blsewhere in these columns is reprinted 
the’ strong American speech delivered by 
Vice President Roosevelt gt Minneapolis 
on Sept. 2, only three days before the mas- 
terly speech made by President McKinley 
on the eve of the cruel tragedy at Buffalo. 
Elsewhere also in these columns President 
McKintey’s speech is republished. A com- 
parison of the two addresses will suggest 
at once the harmony of opinions on great 
publie questions shared by the President and 
Vice President, their similarity of outlook 


pathy as to the vital principles of pubiic 
duty which show that their minds ran 
in the same channel. If Mr. McKinley had 
inspired Mr. Roosevelt's address it could 
not have reflected hit views more accurately. 

Apart from the mournful circumstance 
with which these two speeches must ever 
be associated, the one delivered in the 
shadow of a terrible fate, the other upon 
the eve of a change’ of office as the out- 
come of that fate, they will always hold a 
high place in the history of American states- 
manship, and for their current importance 4 
they cannot be considered too e 
by the Ameriean people. F 

Mr. Roosevelt's speech, like Mr. McKin- 
ley’s, is an exposition of stalwart American- 
ism, only differing from it in that it is more 


philosophical in statement. Always an ad- 
vocate of work, Mr. Roosevelt emphasizes 
the importance of the law of work, of in- 
dividual character, of law, labor, and capi- 
tal, as well as of combination. So far as 
combinations of capital are concerned, his 
words are significant.e He says: 


Yet more and more it is evident that the State, 
and, if necessary, the nation, has got to possess 
the right of supervision and control as regards the 
great corporations, which are its creatures, par- 
ticularly as regards the great business combina- 


from the existence of some monopolistic tendency. 

Upon the duties of this nation af a world 
power, upon the inevitable necessity that 
these duties must be performed, upon the 
further necessity of meeting courageously 
all the changing opportunities which will 
present themselves, Mr. Roosevelt: antici- 
pated what Mr. McKinley said in other 
words. Their views were in ahsolute har- 
mony. As to our career of expansion and 
the policy to be followed in the administra- 
tion of our new insular possessions, their 
suggestions are of the same temor. As to 
the great question of reciprocity, Mr. Roose- 
velt did not speak in the same detail, and 
yet these sentences recall Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s calm, concise, statesmanlike words: 
We must continue the policy that has been so 
brilliantly successful in the past, and so shape our 
economic system as to give every advantage to 
the skill, energy, and intelligence of our farmers, 
merchants, manufacturers, and wage-workoers; 
and yet we must also remember, in dealing with 
other nations, that benefits must be given when 
benefits are sought. Through treaty or by 
direct legislation it may, at least in certain cases, 
become advantageous to supplement our present 
tion.
